The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Com- 
mission tinder Sub-section ( 1 ) of Section 11 of the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952) 
read with Notification of the Government of India, 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry S.O. 1162, dated the 
4th May 1960, has been obtained to the following amend- 
ment made to the Bye-laws of the Central India Cotton 
Association Ltd., Ujjain, the same having been previously 
laced on the Notice Board of the Association pursuant to 
ection 11 of the Act and Rule 11 of the Forward Con- 
tracts (Regulation) Rules, 1952. 

AMENDMENT 

After Bye-law 56, the following new Bye-law 56A shall 
be added, namely : 

"56A. (a) Members who enter into forward contracts 
(not being non-transferablc specific delivery contracts) 
in the commodities in which the Association is granted 
recognition under the Forward Contracts (Regulations) 
Act, 1952, under these Bye-laws with or for a non-member 
client, shall obtain from such non-member client a declara- 
tion in such form, giving such particulars and subject to 
such conditions as may be prescribed by the Board in 
consultation with the Forward Markets Commission from 
time to time, and submit the same directly to the Forward 
Markets Commission. The members shall not accept 
fresh business of a non-member client who declines to 
furnish such declarations. 

(b) The powers specified in clause (a) above may be 
exercised by the Forward Markets Commission in any 
case wherein the opinion of the Commission it is consi- 
dered necessary in the interest of trade or in the public 
interest so to do."
